The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art. The 
subject matter not found was the sensing of evoked responses between all combinations of any 
two of said electrodes, in combination with the other elements in the claims. The prior art of 
Haefner et or Greeninger et al show the use of multiple sensing configurations between different 
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electrodes but does not provide the flexibility of sensing between all combinations of any two of 
the electrodes, such as between Ventricular or Atrial ring and Atrial or Ventricular tip, 
respectively.
